leaving: its mark principally in tho 
rural sections. 


Several lives are reported lost at 
Enid and Greenwood, Miss. 
Telegraph 
and 
telephone 
lines 
were crippled 
and 
communication 
with the stricken area was cut off. 
The tornado is believed to have spent 
its force at these two villages. Prop­ 
erty damage there and in rural sec­ 
tions as far as the Tennessee line 
was severe, according to meager dis­ 
patches. 
Several houses in Memphis were 
badly damaged by the wind and out­ 
lying sections of Shelby and L a f a y ­ 
ette counties reported 
damage 
to 
farm houses and smaller settlements. 
The storm passed off south to Ar­ 
kansas leaving Tennessee unscathed.

county and many

badly damaged. 
The known casualty list at noon 
stood at 5 deaths and three injured.

Most Americans, he said, were obey­ 
ing the law and only those Inter­ 
vening I ti political mutters contrary 
to tho constitution, would be deport­ 
ed. 
Tho law, Calles said, would be ap­ 
pl led alike to all religious sects, re­ 
gardless of nationality. 
“ As always when treating 
ques­ 
tions regarding Mexico,” Calles said, 
“ there has been an attempt to dis­ 
figure the facts as presented to the 
people of the United States from a 
question of obedience and respect, of 
the fundamental law of the country 
to a campaign of religious persecu­ 
tion. 
Such a campaign would be In­ 
explicable in a country where, for­ 
tunately, religious and ecclesiastical 
mutters always are absent from po­ 
litical and civil legislation.”

We 
have any number of houses and sites which, properly marked, will 
be an object of interest to summer tourists and other visitors. 
As related by the St. Cloud Times, in the presence of many 
witnesses and park board officials, the St. Cloud Boy Scouts at­ 
tached the historic plate prepared Tor the oldest log cabin or house 
in the city. 
The ceremony, impressive, yet short was also per 
formed in the presence of the Legion Auxiliary members, the! 
.Veteran hospital staff and over 50 Boy Scouts. 
I 
Lewis Barrett, eagle scout, attached the tablet to the cabin 
and Alvah Eastman of the park board spoke. 
The land on which the cabin was erected was given to Joseph 
Niehaus and John T. Nilson iii the early fifties and the cabin has 
a colorful place in St. Cloud history. 
Its basement also served at 
one time as the county jail, its first floor was the sheriff’s office 
and a hotel lobby, while the second floor was used as a loft. 
La­ 
ter, in an Indian outbreak, the cabin was transformed into a fort 
and a temporary stockade was erected. 
Many thrilling incidents 
of the Indian fights in this section of the country revolved about 
this fort and a number of interesting stories concerning it have 
gone into the pioneer lore of St. Cloud. 
Now Brainerd and vicinity have just as interesting historical 
buildings and sites and they should be marked. 
We have a local 
foundry that can cast the necessary plates. These markers should 
be attached and such historical places designated while we have 
the old-timers of Brainerd and vicinity with us. 
If you doubt the value of such markers, take a trip to Bos­ 
ton and notice how carefully revolutionary relics have been pre­ 
served and appropriately marked.

COM. LANDIS IS NONCOMMUNICATIVE

New York, Feb. 25.— Commissioner Landis has refused to commit himself 
about his plans after 1527 when his contract as the head of organized base­ 
ball expires. 
Afi* i the American league has refused to follow the National league’s 
move in endorsing his administration with the recommendation that his con­ 
tract be extended ten years, th*- commissioner’s only comment was: 
i 
“Ifs up to them whether they want me.” 
if the National league’s resolution carried the same meaning as its words, 
the National league wants Landis to remain as the commissioner and if 
several moves made by til#* American league are significant, the American 
league wants no more of Landis or th** commissioner form of government. 
Col. Jacob Rapport, the responsible owner of the New York Yankees, 
speaking for til** American league club owners, criticized the National league’s 
action tis being premature and intend***! to place the American league In a 
tals** position as being antagonistic to Landis. 
Other authorities not connected directly with either league also expressed 
th** opinion thai the National league’s action looked like a club was being 
shown to threaten th** American league and reprove Ban Johnson, its presi­ 
dent. 
Ii was reported later, however, that th** commissioner had intimated in­ 
directly that lie might resign for til** private practice of law and the National 
league wanted to get itself on record as his staunch supporter as soon as 
possible. 
The row between the two leagues about permitting pitchers to use resin 
on the ball is believed generally to be about a very minor issue but the mag­ 
nates do not need big things to fight about.. 
They are much like that old 
Harp who said: “The Irish are the only people who need nothing to fight 
about.” 
The opposition of the American league to the rule approved by the joint 
rules committee permitting pitchers to use resin on the ball was taken only 
as an excuse to heckle Landis.

The rule will he on the hooks and what 
will there be to prevent un American league pitcher from using lesin on the 
hall or demanding resin from the umpire? 
Au appeal to the commissioner would he the result in either case and 
Landis certainly would have to vote for the rule, having voted for it in its 
inception. 
The same tiling would result if the two league got into a row about the 
use of resin in the world’s series. 
It is apparent that the opposition of the league to the resin rule will 
mean nothing in the long run and if there is anything behind the opposition 
ii will la* brought to light by future developments.
